Axminster county councillor Andrew 
Moulding was equally enthusiastic and 
said: “This is another important piece in 
the jigsaw as far as the completion of the 
Stop Line Way is concerned.

The 1,000-metre section was con¬ 
structed over 13 weeks by contractor Ag¬ 
gregate Industries Ltd. 

Previously completed sections of the 
trail are Trafalgar Way in December 2009 
and Alder Carr under the A3 5 into Kilm- 
ington parish in September 2011. 

Land negotiations are currently on¬ 
going on the next planned length from 


Seaton to Colyford, which received plan¬ 
ning consent in September 2011. 

In Devon, the route stretches from 
Seaton Promenade to the county boundary 
and is a largely traffic-free footway and 
cycleway. 

The proposed route closely follows, and 
is named after, the Second World War de¬ 
fences built following the evacuation of 
the Allies from Dunkirk as the coast of 
Devon and Cornwall was considered too 
long to defend. 

Many of the concrete pillboxes and anti¬ 
tank gun emplacements remain along the 
line and can be seen from parts of the 
cycle route.

Linda Chester , Methodist Minister, opens 
this week for us - “Is Bethlehem a real place ?” Fif¬ 
teen year old Shelley was amazed to read “Bethle¬ 
hem” on our Pilgrimage itinerary. Sadly Shelley, as 
so many others, had lumped the Christmas story to¬ 
gether with Father Christmas and every other fairy 
tale. 

What is the real part of Christmas for you ? In our 
society there is so much emphasis on spend, spend, 

spend .at Christmas. It's all too easy for the true 

message of Christmas to be side-lined. And yet 
Christians are celebrating a life-changing experi¬ 
ence, something that is real for each person, young 
or old. 

We believe the Almighty, Creator God holds out His 
hand in love, through the birth of Jesus Christ, to re¬ 
store the broken relationship with humanity. A new 
way forward with hope, peace, joy and reconciliation 
is possible. How much our world needs this message 
today; a message that is real. 

It is understandable that the women bishops topic 
for Anglican Churches and people will not die down. 
Following discussions at Lambeth Palace a fresh 
working group will meet in February to review the 
position and lead on to discussions in May in the 
House of Bishops, to agree elements of new propos¬ 
als which will then be presented to the General 
Synod in July 2013. 

Meanwhile the latest census figures show that the 
number of Christians in England and Wales has 
fallen by more than four million in a decade. 
There is also a decline in marriage, which is attrib¬ 
uted to the rise in individualistic thinking. Arch¬ 
bishop Rowan Williams used his last speech in the 
House of Lords as Primate to warn that British soci¬ 
ety too often wants older citizens ‘off our hands’. He 
was opening a debate on how elderly people should 
be viewed as ‘participants’ in society rather than 
merely ‘passengers’. 

Other senior bishops have agreed to tweet their 
Christmas sermons for the first time this year. This 
is part of a campaign to spread the news of the 
meaning of Christmas to millions of Twitter users. 
The Pitch Filmmakers offer ideas for short films in¬ 
spired by the Bible - and want votes for choice for 
favourites. The competition is to come up with great, 
contemporary films, drawing on Bible 
inspiration. Now into its fourth year, it encourages 
entrants to give Scripture ‘the Sherlock treatment’ - 
taking a great story from one particular time, then 
transposing it to another time and place.

Plan to extend skatepark 
in memory of teenager

AN ACTION plan to extend an 
Axminster skatepark, as a legacy to 
a teenager who died in a car acci¬ 
dent, has been announced. 

Eighteen-year-old Tom Chubb died 
in a car crash on the A35 8 at Mus- 
bury on October 31st. 

He had been a frequent user of the 
skatepark at Cloakham Lawn Sports 
Centre for a number of years. 

The sport centre's skatepark man¬ 
agement group hopes to extend the 
facility and has announced an action 
plan and that local youths will lead 
the project. 

The management group is made up 
of both adults and youngsters, in¬ 
cluding Tom's mum Eve and brother 
Ed. 

Minutes from a management group 
meeting summarised the situation 
and outlined the way forward: "Al¬ 
though the existing skatepark was 
only created six years ago, it is con¬ 
sidered outdated. 

"It may be satisfactory for bikes 
and scooters, but is not ideal for 


skateboarders. 

"It is suggested that we should 
leave the existing facility in-situ 
(rather than upgrading) and extend 
the skatepark in an easterly direction 
- with a new concrete surface and 
equipment of a flat-packed nature, 
filled with concrete. 

" It was also reported that such a 
development would be similar to fa¬ 
cilities in Dorchester and Teign- 
mouth, and a visit to the latter will be 
arranged next year. 

Management group members 
agreed that it is "essential that the 
project should be led by young peo¬ 
ple" and managed for the benefit of 
young people. It is hoped that a proj¬ 
ect group of youngsters can be 
formed through the local youth cen¬ 
tre. 

But the extension won't materialise 
without money. 


Minutes from the meeting stated: 
"The project will require a major 
fundraising campaign. 

"A number of ideas were men¬ 
tioned including Section 106 funding 
(money generated through the plan¬ 
ning process), Local Community In¬ 
frastructure Levy, grants, trusts, 
donations and traditional fundraising 
events. 

"Funds in memory of Tom Chubb 
will start the fundraising initiative. 

"Another meeting will be held in 
due course, after which further de¬ 
tails will be announced. Anyone 
wishing to either, donate, get in¬ 
volved (adults and youngsters alike), 
propose a formal name for the ex¬ 
tended skatepark or propose a logo 
design for the facility can do so by

A site was found on the corner of 
George Lane and the A3 5, and 
plans for a new church including a 
150-seat auditorium were drawn 
up. 

Planners supported the applica¬ 
tion but a large proportion of locals 
felt the location was unsuitable be¬ 
cause of traffic-related issues and 


the size of the proposed building. 

Members of East Devon District 
Council's Development Manage¬ 
ment Committee refused the appli¬ 
cation and the church was back to 
square one. 

Land just north of the village hall 
in Whitford Road was identified 
and a planning application for a 
new church with associated access, 
parking and landscaping was sub¬ 
mitted on October 14th this year. 

This time the ride was a lot 
smoother and planning permission 
was given on December 14th. 

The good news was communi¬ 
cated to congregation members 
during a service on Sunday, De¬ 
cember 16th. 

Pastor Darrell Holmes described 
the approval as a "a wonderful 
Christmas present", and added: 


"There were smiles, hugs and a 
spontaneous round of applause in 
celebration. 

“Together we have been waiting 
since March 2009 to find a replace¬ 
ment site for the building, and now 
it has been secured and approved 
there was clearly a sense of relief. 

“Our thanks go to the villagers, 
the parish council and the district 
councillors for their assistance in 
putting this scheme together. 

"It represents a £1 million invest¬ 
ment in the village to create a flex¬ 
ible building for the benefit of 
congregation and community alike. 

"Our building team will now 
press on with the next stage of 
work to prepare a detailed design 
and tender documents for prospec¬ 
tive building firms to win the con¬ 
tract.”

During her summer break she went to Guernsey 
to work sharing a top floor flat with 25 other girls. 
During this time she was asked to tidy up and get 
ready a garden which was entered into a prestigious 
competition which won Large Gold. 

The RHS were looking for young unknown gar¬ 
den designers for the Hampton Court Show and the 
college asked Naomi if they could send in her de¬ 
sign. 

She was assured the she would hear quite quickly 
but the months went by and suddenly she heard she 
had been chosen. It was to be built four days after 
she finished college. 


The next step was to be told you had to find your 
own accommodation for two weeks, including any 
helpers - a site on a camp and the loan of a caravan 
solved that. 

Much of the structure of the garden needed to be 
made beforehand. Though they could do the basics 
several firms came to the rescue to finish off items. 

Sponsors needed to be found to supply timber, etc, 
and many local firms came to her aid. 

Plants had to be mature and a 10ft Silver Birch 
was needed and finally found. Wild flowers needed 
to be flowering at the right time; though sown over 
a period they all caught up. 

A nursery gathered them up and worked a miracle 
on them. Shrubs though obtainable from nurseries 
were not large enough so Grannies garden was 
raided. 

She needed help, a landscape gardener plus mus¬ 
cle. She arrived at Hampton Court with landscape 
gardener and Dad, just a team of three. Never hav¬ 
ing been to a show she had know idea what to ex¬ 
pect. 

The site in a comer sloped. Asking officials about 
this they said try the two gardens next to you, one 
was the BBC’s and the other belonged to a council. 

One supplied top soil the other machinery and the 
problem was solved. After a week of toiling and get¬ 
ting the walls built and paths laid, the two man help 
departed but family and friends moved in for the 
planting and it was completed on time. 

Naomi told the members that being so young 
meant that she did not worry as much then as she 
would have now. But the end result was a Silver 
Medal which was well deserved by someone so 
young and talented. Everyone enjoyed the talk and 
relived the experience with her.

Gin and One More Flame, a full-sister to re¬ 
tired stable stalwart Touch Of Flame. Four un¬ 
raced and unnamed youngsters complete the 
yard. 

Olivia Jackson will campaign three horses 
from home a few miles from Bishop's Nymp- 
ton. Ooson and The Mamur Zapt miss 2013, 
but Olivia has retained Derek Lovell's The Ac¬ 
cordionist, who was third at Buckfastleigh. 

The newcomers are an unnamed four-year- 
old mare by Overbury and the interesting 
hunter chase candidate Restezen D'Armor, a 
three-time chase winner for Charlie Longs- 
don. 

Somerset 

FITZHEAD near Wiveliscombe trainer Gerald 
Greenway will race his daughter Linda and 
son-in-law Andrew Pugsley's Awesome 
George, who showed promise in two outings 
12 months ago, and newcomer Justabout, 
who won five races under Rules for the Colin 
Tizzard stable. 

Owner-trainers George and Debbie Beilby, 
from Lawford on the Quantocks, have re¬ 
tained Soggy Dollar and Constantius, who 
will appear later in the season. Carrickmines, 
who won eight races under Rules for the 
Richard Newland stable, is an interesting re¬ 
cruit. 

Jenny Bult, based at West Newton near 
Taunton, will again race Lethal Dream, who 
will be partnered by reigning Wessex Area 
Champion Alice Mills. 

Alice will also continue her association with 
Sally Hutchings'Tropical Secret, the winner of 
three races last season, and is looking forward 
to riding Canada Coombe for Sarah Gordon, 
who is based in the Weston and Banwell 
country. 

Camilla Scott has 10 horses at Brompton 
Regis near Dulverton. Gone To Lunch has re¬ 
tired, Southwestern may appear occasionally 
and Special Account is racing successfully 
under Rules. 

But Camilla welcomes back Feathered 
Friend, who won both completed outings in 
2012, and Wadebridge winner Alright John, 
who has been bought by The Exmoor Part¬ 
nership to replace Southwestern. 

Larkhill winner Flying Phento, Soul Native 
and Lad From Highworth are interesting re¬ 
cruits. The string is completed by four un¬ 
raced and unnamed maidens. 

Neil Harris continues as stable jockey and he 
and his wife, Keri, are likely to saddle some 
four-year-olds from stables at the Scotts'farm. 

Exford's Sharon Westwood, who has taken 
over the pointers from her daughter, Jess, 
sent out Degenerate to finish fourth at Black 
Forest Lodge on 2 December.

Abbot bumper, Tizzy Blue, who may go 
hunter chasing and the ex-Ashley Farrant- 
trained Wadebridge runner-up Party Pictures. 

Julie Pocock has four pointers at her Stol- 


ford yard near Bridgwater. Julie welcomes 
back her grand campaigner Dandooley and 
Amber Love, who came right back to her best 
last season and may go hunter chasing. 

The newcomers are unraced five-year-old 
geldings Crackacan by Karinga Bay and High¬ 
land Thistle by Kirkwall. 

Charlotte Budd has three horses at her En- 
more home near Bridgwater. Think On This, 
who returns after missing 2012, and the con¬ 
sistent Havenstone will go hunter chasing. 

Nearly Midnight showed promise in three 
2012 outings and should have little difficulty 
landing a maiden contest. 

Alex Dunn has five horses at West Buck- 
land including her prolific trio Picaroon, who 
refused to race at Wadebridge, Double Mead 
and Rainbow Tree. 

Newcomers are Ruby Kew, who was fifth in 
her sole outing for licensed trainer Alan King, 
and the ex-David Pipe-trained dual hurdle 
race winner Arrayan, who started favourite for 
the 2011 Imperial Cup at Sandown. 

Spaxton near Bridgwater first season train¬ 
ers David Prichard and Becky Furber made a 
promising start when Andrew Lowrie's Volio 
Vincente finished third at Black Forest Lodge. 

David and Becky have six or seven pointers 
and hunter chasers including Martys Mission, 
a gift horse from Andy Stewart and a possible 
novice riders'race ride for Becky, plus Larkhill 
winner Noble Aran and Our Jess for their 
landlord, Ray Barrow. 

Bilbrook near Minehead owner-trainers 
Philip and Sarah Hobbs, who retired Saint 
Romble after his fourth consecutive Mine- 
head Harriers & West Somerset hunt race win, 
will race Supreme Duke, who ended Chesnut 
Annie's 20 point-to-point-winning sequence 
in his only outing between the flags to date. 

North Petherton's Suzy Berry will again 
race the ultra-consistent Ha Ho Magregor and 
Cover Version, who got off the mark at Holni¬ 
cote in May. 

Sue Popham has four horses at her Welling¬ 
ton stables, including Carlos Gardel, a winner 
at Wadebridge last season. 

Newcomers include Doncaster purchases 
Only The Best, who was second at Stratford in 
April, and Getaway Driver, who has been 
placed five times under Rules. Swansbrook, 
the winner of a bumper, hurdle race and 
chase under Rules, completes the team. 

Jane Western has four horses at Forde 
Abbey near Chard. Jane has retained dual 
2012 winner Benedictus, who will be aimed 
at hunter chases, and Last Minute Notice, 
who ran a promising race at Bratton Down in 
May. 

Newcomers are Shootin The Breeze, a win¬ 
ner atThurles in February 2012, and Gypsy 
Jack, the winner of two of his three points 
when trained by Richard Barber. 

Shaakier and Stantway Surprise have re¬ 
tired, so Colin and Julie Bright of Combe St 
Nicholas near Chard will be represented by 
Irish bumper and hurdle race winner Some

Newcomers are Jill Miller's Master Polo, an 
unraced gelding out of the high-class Miss 
O'Grady, an unraced mare for Fred Tucker and 
the interesting Rock Of Deauville, winner of 
two French flat races and sixth in Chel¬ 
tenham's 2011 Fred Winter Hurdle when 
trained by Paul Nicholls.

Robert and Janet Gibbs'Two Bob, a promis¬ 
ing third in a 14-runner April 2011 Chepstow 
hurdle for the Philip Hobbs yard, is interest¬ 
ing. Chloe's brother-in-law Nick Taylor will 
saddle his dual 2011/12 winner Tres Bien.

THE 2012 season at the Dunkeswell Kart Club provided 
some of the closest and most competitive racing in the club’s 
history with driving standards also improving throughout the 
year. 

Looking back over the year, 931 drivers competed at the 
South West's premier circuit with numbers peaking at 121 
for the July round. 

If any circuit is bucking the national trend in entries, 
Dunkeswell is at the forefront of the revival - a flowing, 
super smooth track with close and competitive racing aligned 
with a friendly atmosphere has attracted drivers from all over 
the country. 

The NKRA chose the circuit to host the prestigious For¬ 
mula Blue championship and a tie up with Llandow Kart 
Club with the Dragon Challenge saw most of the silverware 
crossing the bridge back to the West Country! 

Interestingly, weather wise, despite the tracks reputation, 
the dry weather out qualified the wet by 6 to 3 although when 
it rained it was biblical! 

The Honda cadets provided some great action, the exuber¬ 
ance of youth and most importantly, big grids. Over the eight 
rounds, two drivers dominated the top of the standings - Ryan 
Luscombe and Jordan Hurman. 

Luscombe's early championship lead was lost after the first 
round and he had to fight Hurman to get it back by round 
four. 

After that, he maintained it to take the title by 18 points 
with Hurman second and Tom Canning in third. Hurman and 


Luscombe alsotook the honours in the Dragon Challenge 
showing exceptional sportsmanship by electing to share the 
title rather than see who would win it on count back. 

The Comer cadets was a small grid and in reality with Alex 
Quinn away on Super 1 duties, it was left to Tommy Foster 
and Kieran Channing, the only two club drivers to compete 
in all eight rounds to fight it out for the title. 

Foster’s experience showed through and he dominated the 
races that Quinn was absent from. 

Foster took the title with Channing having an excellent sea¬ 
son in second, despite only competing in four of the eight 
rounds, Quinn was third. Foster's year was capped by his vic¬ 
tory in the Dragon Challenge. MiniMax and another Chan¬ 
ning was on the hunt for a title! 

Sam Stephens took an early lead in the standings but by 
round three Izaac Channing was topping the table and would 
hold it to take not only the class championship but also the 
South West Champion title on the way. 

Stephens kept him honest all the way and it only by a mar¬ 
gin of six points that he lost out coming second but was 
boosted by his winning the Dragon Challenge. David Spillers 
consistence got his third in his first full season. 

Junior Max and Sam Morgan's early lead was cut short by 
round three when James Moorcroft dominated from then on. 
Liam Williams was putting in some good results and moved 
into second in the championship. 

Moorcroft was the class of the field at the South West 
Championships when despite not finishing a heat still man¬ 


aged to take the title (Continued on page 30 inside). 

Williams’ best efforts to hold second failed when he was 
nudged into third spot by Morgan who managed to accrue 
enough points in the last round after the dropped scores were 
taken into account. 

Both Moorcroft and Morgan were successful in the Dragon 
Challenge after the stewards awarded them equal status as 
champions. James Clarkson was peerless in the Senior Max 
class leading from round one. 

It was left to Stewart Baker and Tyler Weedon to battle it 
out for second and third. The youth of Weedon saw him gain 
the upper hand in the early rounds as Baker held a watching 
brief. By round seven, Baker’s persistence and experience 
enabled him to pull out a four-point lead and move into sec¬ 
ond in the championship. 

Out in front, Clarkson was putting points between him the 
rest of the grid finishing 43 points ahead of Baker who in 
turn was 11 points clear of Weedon in third. 

Fourth placed driver, Ashley Lewis, having his best season 
in Seniors so far, took the honours for the club In the Dragon 
Challenge. 

It was brilliant to see a resurgence in the 177 class with 
grids topping 15 plus in most rounds. Defending champion 
Darren Lane had a slow start but by round three had got into 
his stride and was on top of the standings. 

The hugely experienced Rob Knight, fended off Wayne 
Stone to take second in the championship with Stone some 
69 points behind him in third place. But Stone could console 



himself with his victory in the Dragon Challenge. 

As with all racing, nothing would be possible without the 
tireless work of the circuit management group, especially cir¬ 
cuit manager, Paul Bromham, the MSA officials, the medical 
teams and, of note, the marshalling team who have remained 
focused and professional whatever the conditions. 

Special thanks must also go to the drivers and mechanics 
who have provided the swelling crowds of spectators with 
some close, competitive and most importantly safe racing 
and whose attendance have proven beyond doubt that 
Dunkeswell continues to be the place to race. 
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
